stead County, Arkansas. 


SECTION 23. The provisions of 


this ordinance are a binding con- 
tract between the City and the 
holders of the bonds authorized 
hereby.

Whenever ref- 


erence is made in this ordinance 
to a trustee, it shall refer to the 
Union 
National Bank 
of Little 


Rock, Arkansas. The said Trustee 
shall be responsible only for wilful 
misconduct in the execution of this 
trust. The recitals of fact herein 
contained, and contained in the 
bonds, are statements of the City 
and shall not be construed as being 
made by the Trustee.

Explanation 
of New Red 
Control Bill 


By JAMES MARLOW 
Washington, Sept. 22 —(ffl)l This 


s a 1-2-3 explanation of what the 
new Communist-control bill, just 
passed by congress, sets out to do. 


It will become law if President 


Truman signs it or if he vetoes it 
and congress re-passes it over the 
veto. 
. 


The bill does not outlaw the 


Communist party. 'So it does not 
make being a Communist or sym- 
pathizer Illegal. Its stated purpose 
s to: 
Force Communists and t h e i r 


sympathizers into the open; pre- 
vent spying and sabotage; k e e p 
Communists out 
of government 


lobs and defense plants give the 
government power to intern Com- 
munists in a wide roundup during 
war or emergency; 
deport Som- 


munist aliens; and k e e p such 
aliens out. 


Whether this bill as law- could 


do what it proposes to.do.— or 
would be worse in some'ways'than 
no such law at all — is: a matter 
of argument. 


Some of the bUl's.',critic'fi say cer- 
ain parts of it would h a m p e r, 
not help Commuhist-contrbl. And 
they say the bill/, in the end, 
might hurt innocent people • and 
damage civil liberties. 
; - . 


One'thing IB'certain: This is riot 
a simple bill but a 
complicated 


one. 


And much that it sets out to do 


depends on a number of "its." 
Space here is too limited to at- 
:empt an examination of the 
bill 


in detail. So what follows 
is 


mere skeleton outline of what the 
bill as law would do — it 
it 


worked as it is intended to: 


1. The officers of the Communist 


party, other Communist outfits, 
»nd Communist fronts would have 
to register with the government. 


2. Further, the Communist out- 


fits but not Communist fronts — 
would have to reveal the names of 
iheir. members. 


3. These officials of a 'Commu- 


nist organization or Communist 
'ront would have to reveal who 
game them money and how it was 
spent. 


4. It would be a crime for any 
member of a Communist g r d u p 
or Communist front to hold a gov- 
ernment job — unless elected to it 


dent and the then SecrfUry of

organization 
infor- 


mation listed as "classified" 
by 


the President or head of a depart- 
ment or agency, unless authorized 
by the President. 


9. No member of a Communist 


organization, front 
or otherwise, 


could receive such information. 


10. No member of- a Communist 


outfit or Communist front cou^d 
receive a passport to get out 
!of 


the country or even apply for one. 


11.'And it would be a crime for 


any government employe to give 
such a'person a passport. 


12. It would be a crime for any 


Communist group or Communist 
front, or for any individual acting 
for. either, to send any mateerial 
through the mails or talk over the 
radio or television without label- 
ing what was written or said as 
material coming from a Commu- 
nis.t organization. 


Anyone found guilty of violating 


anyone of these 12 points in 
the 


bill could be jailed for five years 
or fined $10,000. 


Then the bill has a lot of pro- 


visions to keep out of this country 
aliens who are Communists or 
communist sympathizers and to 
deport Communist aliens already 
in this country. 


Another part of the bill gives the 
government power to ban Commu 
nists or members of Communist 
fronts from getting into defense 
areas. This was aimed at prevent- 
ing sabotage. 


Still another part would require 


anyone who was trained as a spy 
or saboteur for a foreign govern 
ment to report that fact to t h i s 
government. So, if it could be 
proved a man came here to spy, 
even though he didn't get start- 
ed in his spying, he c o u l d be 
jailed. 


And the bill gives power to the 


government to jail Communists 01 
their sympathizers in time of war 
or when there might be an in- 
vasion or uprising here for a for- 
eign power.
